For a generation the north took to itself righteous airs over a 
victory approved by the judgment of mankind. The south could hardly 
be asked to wear sackcloth and ashes forever, or rest in the humiliating 
acknowledgment that no principle inspired its fight. But after forty years 
men, like nature, forget, and to-day the old strife is well-nigh swallowed up 
and lost in the universal pride in the one flag, the emblem of a united coun- 
try. It does not require any gift of prophecy to foresee the time, now not 
far off, when the old sectionalism, with all it implied of rancor and dislike, 
will be forgot. 


THE BOWEN-LOOMIS CASE, 

THE AMERICAN PEOPLE have felt a just pride in our diplomatic 

service under the Hay régime. Now comes the Bowen-Loomis scandal 
to raise a suspicion which must inevitably affect the entire service.
